SERIOUS ACCIDENT “70 ‘AN ~ 
EUROPEAN. 
-—— 
FALLS OVER A‘CLIFL: 

A serious accident occarreil to one of a party 
of Europeans who were walking on the Jubilee 
Rond on Sunday oftern.on. At a point on tho 
vead thoy stopped, and Ssnilary Inspector 
O’Donnelly, the one who mot with the ‘mishap, 
crossed over near the edge to select a place 
whereon he ‘and his fiends might rest He 
was standing on soma newly-laid turf, and 
had just uttered the words, “Hers iss nico 
place to sit,” when tho turf gare way and threw 
Taspectar ‘O'Dontelly- off hig feet. For the 
tirst six feet or so of the descent the slope 
was -not a stesp-ond, but. after thst it was 
Inspector 
O'Donnolly -had no chance to regain his fect, 
and he rolled head over heals for a distaace

of wild excifemént. - One of them had found a 
eiomond of a geod size; they all had come to 
ceo what I wonld do, ‘Wht. will you give me 
for it?’ tayshe, ‘I will give you ten cows,’ 
I replied; and/I sent the man into the berd 
to take bis pick, and be marked ten of the best 
cows as his own: . They had never dreamed of 
making such a bargain. Ten cows for o bit of 
stone! Off they went again after that and found 
diamonds every doy; they oll’ became rich, and- 
I a ceumulnted ao pooely calor of precious 
stones. 

“ My partner ‘and q whdd's & equars with four 
wagyous. Wo dug a hole in the gronnd, in 
which we buried the diomonds, and sat.upon the 
top. of the hole on a choir manufactured out of 
packing cases. At last, after we had accumulated 
a Jarge quantity, we decided we had better 
send them to Londos. We made a baize 
belt «full of small pockets or pouches, . in 
each of which we placed a diamond. When.
